Sierra Madre May Share 
In SCAG Allocated Funds 


Sierra Madre may share In 
tn appropriation in housing 
assistance funds for the 
Southland as they were ap¬ 
proved this past week at a 
meeting of the Southern 
California Associat i o n of 
Governments (SCAG). 

The funds are provided by 
the Department of Housing 
and Urban Develop m e n t 
(HUD) and may be used for 
housing constructi on, r e - 
habilitation and rental sub¬ 
sidies for moderate and low- 
income families.” said SCAG 
president Dennis Hansber- 
ger, San Bernardino County 
supervi.sor. “SCAG’s recom¬ 
mendation will now go to 
HUD for final approval. 

The HUD funds, as allo¬ 
cated by SCAG, will be dis¬ 


tributed a.s follows: Imperial 
County, $288,760; Los An¬ 
geles County, $31,223,209; 
Orange County, $7,698,513; 
Riverside County, ^251,104; 
San Bernardino County, $2,- 
485,430; and Ventura Coun¬ 
ty, $1,449,395. 

Sierra Madre is included 
in Market Area No. 5, which 
iiK-ludes some 31 cities who 
will have an apportionment 
of $3,418,782. The exact 
amount that Sierra Madre 
may get was not definitely 
defined.

ments were up more than $91 million, sales tax receipts 
increased at the same time by more than $114 million 
and personal income tax receipts were up by nearly $200 
million. 

In January 1977, the Department of Finance pegged 
1976-77 general fu.nd spending at $10.85 billion and the 
general fund surplus at $800 million, for a reserve of 7.6 ^ 
per cent. The department’s May revision placed 1976-7' 
spending at $10.59 billion and the surplus at $1.51 billion, 
for a reserve of 12.5 per cent. Actual year-end totals, as “ 
reported by the controller, show 1976-77 general fund spend¬ 
ing at $10.58 billion, leaving an unrestricted general fund 
surplus of $1.71 billion, or 13.9 per cent of budget to be 
carried forward to the 197-78 budget year. 

‘“The 93 per cent margin between the mid-year esti¬ 
mate and the actual surplus 'has to represent the largest 
deviation ever for cnirrent-year surplus projections made 
at the hands of a department that is highly regarded for 
the reliability of its ‘crystal balling’,” West said. 

Underscoring the near-frenzied pace of state fiscal 
affairs in recent months is the fact that five weeks after 
the Department of Finance revised its estimate of cur¬ 
rent-ear surplus funds in May, that estimate was already 
$207 million short. 

In a separate analysis released October 28, the Legis¬ 
lative Analyst estimated that the general fund surplus for 
the year ending June 30, 1978, would be $2.4 billion.

One young man got issues of 
that publication for about a 
year and then made a list of 
all of the companies which 
had been growing at better 
than 26 per cent a year. To 
make sure that they were 
sound and didn’t have other 
weaknesses, he chec k e d 
their quality ratios and cur¬ 
rent ratio plus a few other 
factors. He thus came up 
with a list of 20 stocks on 
the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change wihich had increased 
their sales and earnings 
fastest. 

There is a story of how he 
did it and the list of stocks 
he came up with in the 
December issue of Better In¬ 
vesting; and I’m enclosing a 
copy for you, 

Q. — Our investent club 
bought North Central Air¬ 
lines in December because 
we saw that it had record 
earnings for the year 
through October, and we 
figured it would do well for 
us. Now we’ve seen a report 
that because of bad weather 
the earnings in November 
were only half what had 
been expec'ted. Do you think 
we ought to sell? 

A. — I think you are re¬ 
acting awd-ully fast to a bit 
of very normal news that 
might be expected this time 
of the year and should have 


no real effect on the even¬ 
tual value of your invest¬ 
ment. The company’s figures 
showed good growth in both 
revenues and earnings, and 
I’d see no reason to sell.
